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ALUMNUS ORDAINED IN ROME 


The Congregation of Holy Cross 
recently announced the ordination of 
Reve Thomas D. Walsh, C.§.€. of the 
Anglo—Canadian Vice Province. The 
Sacred Rite was celebrated on the 
feast of Christ the King, October 27 
in the chapel of the Congregation's 
International House of Studies in 
Rome, Italy, with Archbishop Pietro 
Sigismondi acting as the ordaining 
Prelate. The Archbishop is Secretary 
of the Sacred Congregation of Propa- 
ganda Fide, which supervises all 
missionary activity in the Church. 


Father Walsh was raised in Sher - 
brooke where he attended both the 
elementary gchool and the academy in 
St. Patrick's parish. In 1948 he 
enrolled in Loyola College and in 
1951 entered the Novitiate of the 
Holy Cross Fathers at North Dart- 
mouth, Mass. He made his first vows 
in 1952 followed by two more years 
at Stonehill College, Masse, where 
he graduated in Philosophy. He then 
was sent to Rome in 195) for his 
theology.
